GRASSHOPPERS RETURN. 


Farmers in Northern California Seek 
Methods to Destroy Pest—Tur- 
keys on a Strike. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SACRAMENTO, June 10.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Farmers are seeking 
methods to destroy the grasshoppers 
which have returned to this part of 
the State dy the million after ten 
years. Turkeys are very fond of the 
hoppers and fatten on them. A tur- 
key grower near Antelops, who has 
several thousands of the birds, was 
not displeased, therefore, when the 
hoppers appeared. But suddenly the 
turkeys went on a strike against a 
steady diet of hoppers. The farmer 
is now giving his birds slaked lime. 

The hoppers are swallowed alive, 
and the only reason the turkeys grow 
tired of them is because there is prob- 
ably too much commotion in their 
crops. The lime, taken in, forms a 
gas and this gas immediately kills 
the hoppers. The turkey then is ready 
for more hoppers and is doing a t 
work of ridding the country — 
abouts of this nuisance. 

Poisoning with a mixture of one 
pound arsenic to ten pounds of bran, 
held together by a little molasses and 
water, has met with great success. 
The hoppers immediately after par- 
taking of this food, craw! under the 
clods and die. Horticultural Com- 
missioner Bloomer advises mixture of 
fresh manure with Paris green or ar- 
Senic in the proportions of 1 to 60. 

These pests in previous years have 
always flown in a northwesteriy di- 
rection, but some are now moving in 
a southwestern direction. The firing 
has probably driven them back from 
their natural course.

Noted College Athlete of Prominent

President of the Concern Says It 
Has Been Forced to Discontinue All 
Extensions and improvements on 
its System in the City—Affects Hol- 
lywood and Other Districts. 


The Union Hollywoog Water Com- 
rany has something to say about the 
rate which the City Council has set for 
its service. Following is an official 
statement issued by C. J. Heyler, presi- 
ent of the company: 

“Owing to the fact that the city has 
made the rates for our service so low 
us to be practically confiscatory, the 
Union Hellywood Water Company has 
been forced to discontinue all exten- 
sions and imprevements on that part of 
its system tying witnm the city. We 
have laid off thirty or our employés, 
and countermanded orders for pipe ag- 
gregating about $25,500. The fourteen- 
inch main which we had contemplated 
laying in Sama Monica avenue has 
beep abandoned, among other impor- 
tant additions to our equipment. 

“We are rejecting all applications 
from rea] estate men for the piping of 
new tracts in the western part of the 
city, and will continue doing so, al- 
though we regret the nent re- 
tarding of the development of this 
section which has been going ahead 


re ‘so fast. All contracts for piping tracts 
| 


which have been made, already, either 
in writing or by verbal understanding, 
will be carried out, of course, but this 
will be the absolutely final extent of 
our development work. 

“We have just coneluded connecting 
the system of the old Hollywood Water 
Company, which we recently took over, 
with our own, and have installed up- 
to-date machinery in the old pumping 
plant of the smaller concern. We went 
to this great expense with a view to 


improving our service in that vicinity, 


and throughout the system as weil, but 
a number of other betterments which 
were to have followed this coupling of 
the companies, will now be abandoned. 
“EI regret te have to take this stand, 
and realize fully that it is a step back- 
ward in the development of the city, 
which has been taking such rapid 
strides toward the sea, but the action 
of the City Council] leaves us no alter- 
native.“ 

The company's system in the city 
limits includes the entire district west 
of Arlington street and embraces the 
Wilshire and Arlington Heights dis- 
tricts and Hollywood.

SCHOOL work EXPANDS. 


Porterville Board incre Increases Number of 
Teachers—Councilman Resigns, 
Deadiock Will Result. 


PORTERVILLE, June 10.—Remark- 
able increase in the population of Por- 
terville has made necessary many in- 
creases in the equipment of the 
schools, At a meting of the school 
board held yesterday it was decided -by 
a unanimous vote to double the num- 
ber of high school teachers, with a 
force of ten mMmstructors next year. It 
was also voted to increase the budget 
for school expenses by $11,000. Several 
additions are to be made to the school 
courses. In accordance with a plan 
which was outlined by Superintendent 
Charles T. Conger, courses in manual 
traming. agriculture and domestic sol- 
ence are to be added. As a recogn'- 
tion of superior work done during the 
last term, Superintendent Conger was 
elected by a unanimous vote of the 
board to head the schools here for the 
coming year. Two teachers and 
courses in domestic science and sloyd 
work are to be added to the courses 
in the grammar department next term.
